THE ASSAULT CASE.: 



It will bo KcoR liy rcfercnco to tho 
report of tin; Assize Court jiroccediiigs 
that the gi-aiul jury have thrown out 
tlie inclietineut preparod by the At- 
toi'ney-General against D. W. IIigoins, 
and found a bill for common assault 
only. If ■\vo remember rightly, tho 
original charge -^vas for cutting and 
wounding witli intent to do grievous 
bodily liarn\. This is a felony, and tlic 
defendant was taken to gaol on that 
charge. Tho accusation was softened 
somewhat in the indictment by dropping 
the words "cutting and wounding" 
and substituting indicting bodily in- 
jurj'. The findijig of tho grand jury 
reduces the case to very simple bounds, 
indeed, and it now remains to be shown 
whether or not tho provocation was 
such as to palliate or justify the :.iis- 
sault. Under the circnmstances we can- 
not be expected — indeed, while a case is 
mibjudice wo arc not allowed — to com- 
ment upon it; but wo can with the ut- 
most propriety, and in the public in- 
terest, draw the attention of readers to 
the feeling charge of tho learned J udge 
whon addressing tlio grand jury, and to 
the protest of that body against scur- 
rilous attacks on individuals and fami- 
lies by the prcs.H. lleference was made 
by the grand jury to recent occurrences 
in the adjoining country,and the iirotest 
will, we have no doubt, bo appreciated 
by every respectable person under 
whose eyes it may fall. The trial 
will take place at an early day, and it 
will be rather more than ordinarily 
interesting, as for the first time in this 
Province the defendant in a criminal 
case -will bo permitted to give evidence 
in his own behalf. The Act under 
which this privilege is accorded was 
passed at tho last session of tho Otto- 
wa House. 

AT HALIFAX. 



Wo devote a large portion of our 
available space this mornin'g to the pub- 
lication of lengthy dispatches from our 
special correspondent at Halifa.K. It 
will be seen tliat tho deep-seated loyal- 
ty of the people of Canada has mani- 
fested itself in an enthusiastic and 
brilliant reception of the new Govern- 
or-General and bis fair Princess. The 
preparations would apjjear to have 
been on a most extensive and beautiful 
scale, and the procession and other 
ceremonies took place in the presence 
of 2.5,000 people.

The Court of Assizo wiis opened yester- 
day morning ni 11 o'clock bofore n full 
boiioh. His Honor the Lieut. -Governor 
occupied a seat at the Oounsol's tablu and 
took considerable interest in the pro- 
ceodings •which ensued. The following 
gontlonien were sworn in as gr.ind jurors: 
Messrs. W. R. Tlignisoii (forunian), Thos. 
Allsop, James Hums, J. EngoUiurdt, 
Thos. Jiriggs, A. Fellows, K. Finlayson, 
A. J. Langloy, W. T. Livock, C. E. llod- 
forn, Geo. Jay, J; H.. Todd, W. C. Ward, 
P.t3Ja JeJUnston, A. B. Green, Jos. Spratt, 
James Fell, D. Lo venue, J. Russell, A. 
Roiiiei- Thos. Tyo. 

-luv. cnw.c.K. 
Mr. Justice Grouse delivered the charge 
to the Grand Jiuy. Ho idludcd to the 
iinuBual hoaviiiesa of the calendar and 
said that many of the cases thereon niiglit 
be traced to the indiscrimiiiato use of in- 
toxicating liquor. Ho deprecated the 
custom of granting licenses "broadcast" 
and remarked that he understood that in 
this city there were no less than 08 licens- 
ed liC'-i':c3. Uo would call the attention 
of the jury to the large number of homes 
that, had . been . ' desolated and rendered 
miserable by the indisovoot indulgence in 
liquor, but it was not so much the social 
effect of this habit which the jury would 
have to consider; they would have to re- 
gard it as a stinudant to crimes — as an in- 
ducement for the use of deivdly T\'eapons 
such aa, the pistol and the knife. His 
Honor'.' regretted that several cases had 
not apparently been dealt with by 
a compefent magistrate in the 
lower court, and stated tliat liad it been 
otherwise the time and expense of wit- 
nesses, who were eoinpolled to attend, 
would have been saved. Another new 
feature in the calendar was the unusual 
number of cases in which either the knife 
or the pistol had been used. The .Prov- 
ince, his honor v.as glad to state, had 
generally been free from deeds of violence 
committed by such instruments, but 
whenever they liad been used the crim- 
inals had been follo\vcd up with alacrity 
and punished with severity. When the 
use of auch ^roapons is clearly proved it 
■was the duty of jurors to put it down with 
a strong arm. Another cjise on the cal- 
endar called for uuiie than passing com- 
. niont. It was that arising out of an alleg- 
ed libel on a family resident in this 
city. And hero hia honor would re- 
mark that the pen of the anonymous 
libeller was aivoapon far moro dangerous 
and treacherous than either the knife or 
the pistol. The former stabs those dearer 
to tho libelled laerson than life itself, 
whilst tho dagger or the revolver can only 
inflict -injury on the body. It was neccs- 
fiaiy'for the protection of sogioty that tlie 
penlota writcv sUouhlbeused with discre^ 
ijori^^iWithout • in any \my desiring to 
limit the freedom of tho press — for it was 
commendable to comment on the actions 
of public men — it was his honor's duty to 
point out tliat it was most discredit- 
able and infamous to invade tho 
sanctity of a nmn's private ])ouso 
or to render a man's family tho subject of 
abuse. Greats latitude doubtless should 
bo and is allowed in newspai)er articles 
where there is no malice prepense shown, 
and in many instances criticisms of tho 
severest character pass without lot or 
hindrance. The slip of the ^en is per- 
mitted to go sitb silentio, but it is impos- 
sible; to conceivo anything more aggra- 
Vt^ting, more dastardly in its nature than 
thp piroJucfiQi! of the aiionyoions Ubfillor. 
^lie' law of the Donjiiiiot) makes liber- 
punishablo not only by tine but imprison- 
ment and hard labor in tlio chain gang 
when the ofl'cncc is of atrocious cliar- 
aptor. But llis Honor would remind tho 
jury that no matter ho^ gross a libel 
might ipe t]in pjirty iDolignofl hafl HP }'•«!»* 
{o talfe the I'l!^' iu'tp his own bands, " If 
tl)at were allovablo it would soon pvove 
to be tho iniuiguvatiou of tho introduc- 
tion of lynch-law into the country. Im- 
mediately a private individual attempts to 
{i^lniinifttei- tlie h\xi ivs Iio thinks (it lio lit- 
erally places Wmsclf without the pale of 
t]io law, One of tlio first flutics thorc- 
fo}'e of the grand jury would bo to see 
that no nian usurjied the functions of the 
law, His Honor then proceeded to point 
out to tlie jury tlieif otjiov <.lutioH md al- 
luded to the sovornl cases of sliootinf,', ivnd 
aggravated aasault. Ho oxphiinod the 
law bearing on thoao us well 
as the other indictments on the 
calendar and said that it was not tho duty 
of the Grand Jury to try t!io cases; but 
simply to present true bills if a )»-ima fa- 
fif yoi;o made, H^ith IPfHrWlPg \(\ flip 
count- 't;n whicji David W. Higgina was 
Jndicted, he would call attention to the 
fact that it was not for aggravated as- 
sault. Of ?oiir.so ho could iint iinfjoipate 
^jB euurso tlio jury would take in the 
yiVflfi, ]i\it jio j|ad iiU'ciuljy ii)4icvitcd the 
principles that sfiquldgovernsuchamatter. 
It was not justifiable to talvo the law into 
one's own hands except for the preserva- 
tion of lifp, Tjion, i(.n4 onljf then, had a 
ij'jajv a right to kill. Hia Honor then in- 
jformed the jury that it was their pro- 
vince to report as to the conditioii of asv- 
l«[l)a, hospttai^ and prisons as \vb\1 as to 
jndiot persons for committing nuisances 
of a public nature. Impodiincnts to the 
highway could also bo indicted, ;is could 
brpthgls, gaming houses, aquaw dance 
flOUSOSj'oto, Lotteries of all kindu Wni'C 
prohibited by law and the per.son conduct- 
ing any such .wore UaWo ^ tiiii^ of i-OO 
to be Jevied'b;^ distress. His i^Tonorlaid 
particular'stress on the illegality of gam- 
ing houses, mill S«id tliat it was a matter 
for regret tliat minoi's, aiusv a .ipa§np pf 
hard Svork and many privations, frequont- 
crt tliop,) and in many cases lo,st all their 
honest toll had {.'iveji them. The jury 
would also, find It theip duty to report a 
nulnanpoa" oSUaJng 'flfvngfir !'fo m} 
limb. In the meantime, however. His 
Honor would hand to them tho various 
Indictments and ask tlicm to deal witji 

thorn to the best of their un<:loubted iibil- 
ity, . 

The jury then retired ftnd tl»Q Court 
toot r\n hour's recess,

Tho Grand Jury returned into Court, 
and Mr. Tlioin.son, the foreman, presented 
truebUIs against E, F, CuiiiiiiingB, for 
larceny, C.. R, Smallbonc, for rape, and 
Stnrjce, for larceny. 



LAUCEXy. 

Edward F. Cummings was placed in the 
dock and pleaded "not guilty" to an indict- 
ment for larceny. The offence — which 
was tho theft of 81(57 from Mrs. Sarah 
Ann Dale — was said to have been com- 
mitted on the high soa.s, distant about 10 
miles from the port of Victoria. Prisoner 
and complainant were p;issengers on board 
tlio British steamer Isabel between the 
ports of Port Townsend andiiYictom oii- 
the 23d of August last, when the robbery 
was Siiid to have occurred. Tho following 
jurors were empanelled: 

James Cameron, J. Dwyor, Jos. Hass- 
ard, Isaac Walsh, R. Hennett, J. D. 
Bi-yant, J. IMaguire, S. Sandover, J. C. 
Creede, W. McHugh, W. H. Cox, P. 
Imrie. Mr. Dwyer, was chosen, foreman. 

Tho prisoner, who" said ho had no coun- 
sel, declined to challenge any of the jurors. 

His Lordship called on W. Norman 
Bole, Esq., as tho j-oungest barrister 
present, to defend the prisoner. 

Tho Hon. Attorney-General opened tho 
case for the prosecution, and stated tho 
facts that tho Orown expected to prove. 

The evidence for tho prosecution w.ns 
then proceeded with. 

Mrs. S. A. Dale, .swurii, ilepnsed that 
on August 2;5d last she took pas.sago on 
board tho .steamer Lsabol for Port Towns- 
end; paid her fare of §3 to the captain; 
had a satchel on her arm, which .she kept 
until the customs house oiUcer asked her 
for hor keys; gave tho oflicer tho keys and 
laid tho satchel down; went down to 
breakfast; during breakfast saw the pris- 
oner come out of tho ladies' saloon; it then 
struck her that .she had left her money 
upstairs; wont up and found her pocket 
book containing about 6:1(17 had been ex- 
tracted from tlio satchel; informed tho 
captain of the theft; the passengers search- 
ed around but could liud nothing; tho 
captain volunteered to search tho pass- 
engers, who all came up willingly except 
Cummings; captain soarebed through the 
boat several times and then wont down 
into tho engine room; on his return he 
said he thoiiglit ho had the money; ho 
showed me the purse produced and I said 
I thought tho money in it was mine, but 
the puno was not mine; I saw at once 
that the money corresponded in pieces 
with what I had lost; when I saw tho pris- 
oner come out of the ladies' room I sent 
my little girl upstairs to soo if the mmioy 
was there; she returned and said it was 
gone; saw the prisoner, who sat facing 
mo when I paid the captain my faro; tho 
prisoner saw me searching niy purse to 
make change; saw the prisoner watching 
mo and ho was up and down stairs several 
times; saw him come ont of the toilet 
room, but he denied having been there; 
when I accused him of t.'tkiiig my money 
ho wanted to know why; I told him I had 
good reasons; ho had been watching me 
when I paid tho captain; ho offered then 
to give mo ?10 and threw down the purse 
at my foot; I said I was no impostor and 
wanted only my own money. 

Cross-examined by IVIr. Bole — The sum 
of §150 out of tho §170 was my own; §20 
belonged to my little girl ; there was no- 
thing strange about tho §10 pieces I had; 
could not identify them; about ton min- 
utes elapsed between tho time I went 
down to breakfast and when I missed my 
purse; there was time enungh for the pri- 
soner to have secreted the purse if ho had 
thought of it; ho had time to get into tho 
engine-room. 

Daniel Morrison, Captain of the steam- 
er il^bel, testified that he remembered 
Mrs. Dale taking passage on tho 23d Au- 
gust for Port Townsend; when about half- 
way across sho whispered to her little 
girl and sent her upstairs; the girl re- 
turned .and said "I can't find it;" Mrs. 
Dale loft the breakfast table and when 
she came back reported in an excited tone 
that she had been robbe'd; >vitnes8 imme- 
diately went up on deck and searched 
around, supposing sho had misl.aid her 
purse; not finding it, called all the pas- 
sengers in and had a general Hoarch; did 
not see Cumigings )>t «vl} and so went 
down to tjjo ' ongino=room and asked if 
there was any passenger there; tho en- 
gineer answered "yes, " audi requested 
that ho be sent up, the prisoner then 
came up and I soarclied him; I took him 
into tho diningroom and he pulled out a 
handful of silver and said, "there is niy 
money;" I felt along his clothing and 
found a purse in his pocket; said, "lot 
me have a look at it;" he pulled it out 
and showed it to me, and in reply to mo 
said hfi had ijo objcqtion 'to niy '.showing 
It to a lady; I showed it to Mrs Dale who 
said tho money was hers, but not the 
pur.so; Mrs. Dale paid me her faro in tho 
upper cabiif before breakf.ast; don't re- 
member seeing prisoner there at that 
time; saw prisoner go into the ladies' 
tojlptfoomi he de()iei^ thftt ho hftA ever 
been in the cabin, hut I had seen liim 
there and told him so; on my return trip 
I examined the toilet and found that tho 
valve had been broken by having somo- 
thing stuffed throuj^h it, 

Samuel Whitley, sworn, deposed that 
he knew prisoner; [irior to tho date he 
Ment over to Port Townsend ho stayed at 
hia boarding hfni.'iPi Johnsnu street; 
stated that ho had no money aqd .islicd 
for credit; at tho expiration of thrpo days 
paid §1,75; wlion ho loft ho owed mo §Q0; 
had not the nionoy to pay me then and 
has not paid luo since, 

William Muldoou testified that the 
prisoner stop|)ud foi^ sonio time at his j 
place, the London Hotel; ho owed about j 
.§1(5 .and had no money to p.ay it when he 
left tho night before the robbery occurred; 
ho ijjjid Jjo was Nc'V \ve8ti>iiil3tDr 

to get money auo him for running a 
steamboat. 

David Green, clothier, tlcpoHOi] th-'^t h.o 
renieiubei'eij t!(o prisoner Oijiuin}^ i]\Ui his 
store a fe>v' days before the robbery and 
buying §27 worth of goods and paying for 
them; he then had a purse with gold in 
it; ho never asked for credit by? spoke of 
buying a portmiinteftUi 

Mr, Dolo then addressed tho jury on 
beh.alf of tho prisoner and pointed out 
that at the best all that could be laid 
against the prisonor was merely puspjcion, 
Tlie eviitoiicB \va8 entirely "clreumsfantial 
and tho case, despite the funds and ability 
at the disposal of the Crown, was one of 
the most incorriplete and unsatisfactory 
ever presented to a jury for their verdict. 
T|ie learned Ouunsol made a very cIq- 
quont appeal for his oliont and submitted 
that thP j'Ty had no nJternativo but to 
render ji verdict of acquittal. 

TIio Attorney-Gerforiil having addressed 
the jury for the Crown, tho Court then 
ciU'efiilly revipwcd tho cviilruce .and ox= 
plained the counts on which the prisoner 
wa.s indicted.

Halifax, Nov. 25. — -The Sannntian 
steamed up slowly, keeping the centre 
of tho channel, ■ "The. forts and York 
redoubt. Point Pleasant, George's 
Island and the Citadel thundered 
salutes in succession. The wharves 
along the harbor and Citadel were all 
crowded with peoi)le. Stoam tugs and 
.small boats followed th') Viceregal 
p.uty. Tho lleetr cast anchor ofi' tho 
(lock yard imc} also fired salutes. As 
the Sarmatian loft hor ancliornge, and 
on her approacli, tho yards of each 
vessel wore manned and as the ves.sel 
ji.'iKHod the tiion cheered lustily and the 
bauds played "God Sava tho Queen." 
The sight was really magnificeiit. In 
the harbor all the ve.ssel.s were decked 
gaily with bunting. Tho Vien-rogal 
]iarly wero on the cieek while uoniing 
in. The weather was very line and the 
city well prepared for tho grand rece|)- 
tion. 

IIauFAX, Nov. 25. — The Marquis 
and Princess loft tho Sarmation, nccom- 
panied by a number of liarg(!s, and wero 
coiiveyccl to the landing, tlio war ves- 
Kels firing a royal salute and yards 
being manned. The Vicc-rognl jiarty 
was received by the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, Gen. McDougall and Vice Ad- 
miral Inglefiold; Lieut. -Governor Archi- 
bald, the princijial nininbers of the Do- 
minion Govorninpnt niid many naval, 
military nnd eivial oilieials. The cheer- 
ing Oil the lantling of the Marcpii-s and 
Princess waH enthusiastic. The pro- 
cession at once formed and .moved 
through the principal streets to the 
jirovinchal building, whore the Marquis 
was sworn as Governor-General. An 
address of welcomo was then prcsonted 
by the Mayor and corporation, to wliich 
tho Marquis replied. The procession 
was roform«d and went by a circuitous 
route to the Admiralty .House. Tho 
streets on the whole way were Raily 
decorated and lined witli ]ieople who 
cheered the Alartiuis and Princess 
heartily. The triumphal arches, twenty 
in number, look well, while elaborate 
decorations appear on many private 
dwellings. There is a magnificent dis- 
play of bunting throughout the city and 
on the vessels in port, Tho city is 
througod with people from all parts of 
tho Dominion and tho United State.s. 
Special trains are hourly arriving, 
bringing many from adjacenf towns. 
Thousands of people are on tho Citadel 
viewing the .scene, and .steamers, barges 
and boutH, gaily dressed witii bunting, 
aro sailing over the lifirbor. Tho demon- 
stration wa.s not nearly so impo.sing as 
it would have been had the licet gone 
to sea and sailed in double lino, as was at 
first intended. The people are full of 
entluisiasni and tho welcome given to 
the Marquis of Lorno and his royal 
wife is hearty and sincere. 

Halifax, Nov. 26. — Tho landing 
pltice w.as well selected, A lloating 
raft was moQrod i\ short distance from 
tho main landing and covered with 
carpeting. A pas.sagcway had been 
erected leading up to the wharf sur- 
rounded on eithov side bv various de- 
siguH of 11 lags, At tho lioad of the 
landing was an arch of evergreens 
overhung with flnga, Tho various di.s- 
tin|,'uislUHl peojilo wlio wero to meet tho 
viaitora began to take their places.

Tho formal landing of the Vice 
Hogal ])arty was made at I ]).m. Her 
lloyal Higliiiess aiitl the JlurfjuiiS of 
Lorno cnibiU'kod on board tho barge of 
the lilack Pi'iuce and preceded by Ad- 
miral Inglofiold's burgo, and followed 
by the galleys of tho ships in donblo 
line, wero rowed betwceu two Hues of 
men-of-war, The yarils wero manned 
again and checr.s given by tlu! crow.t, 
the bauds playing and guanls present- 
ing arms, On landing the Marquis 
and Princess wero received by the civ- 
il, military and naval digiutariea^ and 
a guard of honor from tho OQth regi- 
ment, A beautiful bouquet was pre-

All along the route the 
sidewalks ^^•el•c crowded with specta- 
tors—probably 2,"), 000 people wero on 
the street.s. The crowds on foot kept 
up an almost continual- cheering, and 
the utmost enthusiasm was shown; the 
best of order prevailed. The proces- 
sion lialtod at tho jirovincial building 
and proeeeibnl to assemble at the 
Chambers where the N^ico-Hegal party 
arrived at 20 ininules to 5. Judge 
Ritchie, in his crimson robe, took a 
seat at the left of the throne. At the 
right sat Sir John A. Macdonald, 
Hoii.s. Tope, Baby and Dr. Tapper. 
On tho left Hons. i\laekenzio Bowell, 
Masaoii, Aikens and ()'Connor. IE. 11. 
11. Princess Louiso took a scat to tho 
right; Sir Patrick JMcDougall, Admin- 
istrator of Government, H. B. H. the 
Duko of Edinburg being on his left in 
full costume as a captain of the Royal 
Navy, llis breast covered with orders 
and decorations. Letters Patent and 
Commission appointing tho Marquis 
Governor-General were read, and then 
Major Demington, the Marquis' Secre- 
tarv,jiilac(Ml in tho hands of Lorno the 
oaths of otlice, wliil.st .Judge Ritchie 
handed him tho bilile. The IMarquis 
then read the following oaths; I, .Sir 
John A. Douglas Sutherland Campbell, 
commonl}' called Manpiis of Lome, do 
swear that I will be faithful and bear 
true allegiance to Her Majesty Queen 
Victoria, and will defend her to the ut- 
most of my power against all con.spira- 
ciesand attempts whatsoever which shall 
bo made against h«r person, crown or 
dignity, and will use my utmost en- 
deavors to disclose and make known 
to Her Majestj', her heirs and 
survivors all treasons and treacherous 
conspiracies which may be formed 
against her or them; and I do faithfully 
promise to raouttaiu, support and de- 
fend to the utmost of my power the 
succession lo the Crown and I make 
this declaration upon tho truth and 
faith of a C^liristian So help mo God. 
Having appended his signature Judge 
Ritchie addressed his Excellency. 
While the journal \rtia being signed by 
the Judge the Governor-General hand- 
ed a great seal of the Dominion to the 
Secretary of State, Hon. .Senator Aik- 
ins, saying — -"l' hereby give into j-our 
hands the great seal of tho Dominion 
for safe keejiing." Simultaneously with 
this announcement tho ilags were hoist- 
ed over the Admiralty Hous«, tho bells 
of the city churches rang out a merry 
pojil and a salute of seventeen guns 
was lired from tho war.ships and forts, 
proclaiming tho fact that the core- 
monies wore complete. After his Ex- 
cellency was sworn tho Administrator 
made an obeisance to tho Governor- 
General, the Princess Louise and tho 
Duke of Edinburgh. Then Sir John 
A. Macdonald, as Premier, stepped 
forward and bowed to each, and after- 
wards introduced each of his ministry. 
Tho band played "God Save tho Queen," 
and his E.xcelleiicy descended from the 
dais. The procession then reformed 
and procoodod through the streets and 
dispersed at South Fort street. At the 
reKidcncc of the j\Iayor in South street 
a numljer of Indians, gaily decorated, 
wore groujied and .saluted the- dis- 
tingui.shed visitors in good style. The 
North Bi-itish Society's arch in Pleas- 
ant street was manned by Highlanders 
with battleaxos, and pipers stationed 
in tho turrets played "The Campbells 
are coming." As tho procession passed 
under the ladder arch at the Centr.al 
Engine LIouso in Brunswick street it 
was manned by firemen. Alongside 
of it was the steam fire-engine. At 
tho other side a hoso reel, the firemen 
being grouped around each, forming a 
beautiful tableau. At Admiralty House 
the street and roadway through the 
grounds were lined with soldiers with 
small arms and marines from the fleet.

A very distressing case of sudden 
death occurred at the military barracks, 
Mulgravo street, Limerick. Several 
men gathered in tho barrack square to 
witness a presentation to Sergeant 
Johnston, of the M Battery of the 
royal artillery, of a medal and a .£5 
note for gooil conduct and long service, 
ho having been twenty years in the 
service. IMajor Maunsell complimented 
Johnston upon his conduct, and when 
the major was about to pin the medal 
to J ohnston's breast, the recipient fell 
down dead in the barrack square. His 
wife and children were present, 

A Ru.ssian oflicer in the Novoc 
Vremia gives an account of tho depar- 
ture of the Turkish pirisonors from 
Pultawa which seems incredible: — "1 
was not a little surprisnd to see how 
the Russian ladies (and amongst the 
number wore some belonging to the 
best families) did not blush to go to the 
station to take leave of the Turk.s. 
Thoy pressed thorn to their bosom and 
kissed them with tears in their eyes; 
the oinotion of some of them was so 
great that they fainted. A.ltogether 
the scene was so scandalous that the 
police had to interfere, and to turn out 
of the station all non-travellors; this 
rather damped the ardour of our senti- 
mental ladies. Five tcaelicrs belong- 
ing to the Ciyiniiasiuni have been taken 
to task for unseemly demonstrations; 
amongst them are the daughters of a 
high oflUcial and of a proto-jiope. The 
head of the jiolice at Pultawa has de- 
termined to prevent the repetition of 
such scenes, and women are now for- 
bidden from going to the station when 
there is a departure of Turkish pris- 
oners." The Russian fofficerr. patheti- 
cally concludes:— ^"Our-leavd' taking in 
Turkey was very different; the dogs, to 
whom we had been kind, were the 
only creatures to accompany us." 

Tho war olYicc C'a-^effe aniiouiiceH that 
Lieut S. G. Fairthlough, is to have tho 
local rank of Captain, while employed 
as an instructor at the lloyal Col- 
lege, Canada. 

Further reports from Ireland show 
that the Sunday Closing Act has been 
well received in its operations.
